UoKid.ir mcfiinKH in riiv Mali M' lvh-t* inun i>i'tob«r lo July, 7:30 p 


Six Rules to Observe to Prevent 

Disastrous Fires in the Mountains 

RULES TD PREVENT MDUNTAIN FIRES 
Precautions of the simplest kind would eliminate most of the lost 
resulting from forest fires, as shown by reports on the causes of the 
fires in the reserves last seasen. 

Much could be accomplished by observance of the following six 
simple rules: 

1. Be sure your match is out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pipe ashes or throw away your cigar or cig¬ 
arette stump where there is nothing to catch fire. 

3. Don't build a camp fire any larger than is absolutely necessary. 
Never leave it even for a short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don't build a camp fire against a tree or a log. Build a small 
one where you can scrape away the needles, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out if possible; if you can't put it 
out, get word to the nearest U. S. forest ranger or state fire warden 
just as quickly as you possibly can.

Parents whose children go through 
the grainniar grades w'ithoiit learning 
to write a Iree, legible hand, to do the 
simplest arithmetical problems, or to 
read aloud int elligibly, will be glad 
tu know of the passage of a bill by 
the legislature yvliich is certainly not 
a freak or a fad. It aims to secure 
ample time for the essential liranclies. 
Every school in Ihe state will he re- 
iptired to give at least three-fourths of 
the time in the first six grades to the 
ts.seiitial subjects which are enumer¬ 
ated in the bill. In the upper grades 
at least twelve and one-half hours 
each week must be devoted to these 
branches. It sometimes seems that 
ni'idern schools devote much time to 
things which might be expected in »■ 
day nursery where the otijeel is eii 
tertaiiiinent instead of useful educa¬ 
tion. To be sure the results of the 
new law will depend almost entirely 
uixin the degree to which the teach¬ 
ing force attempt to follow' out the 
spirit.
